I used one back 
in the early 50s when I was first licensed along with National's version, the 
NC-33. Both worked for local daytime QSO's on 80 and 40M but were virtually 
useless at night. One could tune to the middle of the old 3700 - 3750 kc 
Novice band and hear most everybody there at the same time (I exaggerate only 
slightly), and 75 was just a mass of heterodynes. Big frustration.

Yes, Loewy did the SX-42 and the rework of the S-20R to the S-40 panel. 


Loewy's studio did a lot of "cleanup" and rework stuff. The lines of 
the GG1 were already established by the Pennsylvania Railroad. After 
they did the first one, as a rivetted body (44800), they had Loewy 
review it. He suggested a welded shell, and some softening of the 
nose lines, but the post-Loewy GG1 is very clearly the same animal as 
the original 4800. 


How much Loewy actually contributed to the SX-43, or if he did 
anything with the S-38 or S-53, I'm not sure. But given his modus 
operandi on other projects, and the fact that Bill Halligan---who 
expected bang for his buck---was paying him, it's likely there's some 
Loewy in those two. 


The SX-28, S-27, and S-36---as well as the S-20---are all late-30's 
Art Deco, and don't have any evidence of the touch of Loewy. 


By the way, the name is as Scott spelled it, Raymond "Loewy." It is a 
French name (he was born in France). The "oe" is a tipoff that it is 
supposed to represent the German o-umlaut, and I suspect that it is an 
Alsatian name transliterated to French. Pronunciation would be 
roughly "Luh-vie."

bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message.

The S-38 suffers from low BFO injection. Increasing the injection by 
inconnecting a 3-5pF capacitor in place of the gimmick results in the BFO 
locking to the signal. The way around that problem is to inject the BFO up 
stream at the converter plate. Remove the wire from the BFO grid (12SQ7 
pin 2). Connect a wire from BFO cathode (12SQ7 pin 3) and run along 
chassis adjacent to osc. coil and loosely couple to converter plate (12SA7 
pin 3) lead of 1st IF transformer. This provides sufficient injection to 
make SSB signals readable without BFO locking as well as loud and clear CW 
notes. This does not cause AVC problems because AVC is shut down in CW 
mode.
